TYRO POWER: Thirty-six-year-old Ed¬ 
ward I. Kelly is astonishingly modest for an 
Irishman. The Baltimore-br^ trainer of Harry 
Z. Isaacs’ Brookfield Farms stable wants only 
to live by the side of the road, be a friend to 
man and saddle his share of winners. Kelly, 
whose younger brother Tommy trains Mike 
Phipps’ stable, has an aversion to publicity and 
photographers, so it will be only whispered 
here that he has in his care one of the flashiest 
two-year-olds to debut thus far this season. The 
reference, of course, is to Brookfield’s unde¬ 
feated (three races) Intentionally, winner of 
the Tyro Stakes at Monmouth, June 25. 

The Brookfield home-bred is a dark bay son 
of Intent out of the Discovery mare, My Recipe. 
This pedigree adheres to, but improves on, the 
time-tested recipe advanced by Alfred Vander¬ 
bilt: 'Breed a Discovery mare to anything.” 
The only hitch is that Discovery no longer goes 
a-wooing. But the fruits of the harvest are still 
being reaped. Just an hour before Intentionally 
won the Tyro on the Jersey shore. Bold Ruler, 
1957’s Horse of the Year and a maternal grand¬ 
son of Discovery, was being eased in winning 
Belmont’s Stymie Handicap under 133 pounds. 

After wintering at Columbia, South Carolina, 
Intentionally made his first start at Garden State 
on May 29. Placed in a five-furlong allowance 
race, he merely galloped in a highly creditable 
:59. Moving to Monmouth, he was next seen 
under colors on June 14, when he laughed his 
way home over a slow track. His time for the 
5!/2-furlong allowance race was 1:06 3/5, and 
Sammy Boulmetis was taking him in hand at 
the end. 

These two performances fitted Intentionally 
for his first stakes effort, the Tyro. A bulky field 
of 18 youngsters was entered, causing the disap¬ 
pointing withdrawal of C. T. Chenery’s First 
Landing, regarded by many as the East’s top 
two-year-old. Besides First Landing, four others 
came out at scratch time, leaving a field of 13 
which included the stakes winners Easy Spur 
(Cherry Hill), Bang Up (Gulfstream Park 
Dinner, Jennie’s Joy (division of the Chris¬ 
tiana) and Royal Anthem (Youthful). 

Intentionally was first to show out of the 
gate, and after being headed briefly while 
angling from his No. 10 post to the inside rail, 
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had no trouble putting away his field. On tpp 
by three lengths and unthreatened in the stretch, 
Joe Culmone took the colt in hand in the 
final yards. Despite being throttled down at the j 
wire. Intentionally went the 5V2 furlongs in 
1:06, 12/5 seconds slower than Bolero U.’s 
track record. 

Spring Hill Farm’s Easy Spur, which carried 
an unbeaten string of three wins into the Tyro, 1 
was second, a length and a half behind the win- \ 
ner. Reginald Webster’>5 Royal Anthem was 
third. 

The winner’s share of the $20,000-added Tyro 
was $16,812.50, increasing the colt’s winnings 
to $22,762.50. 

Intent, sire of Intentionally, likewise was bred 
and raced by Mr. Isaacs, Baltimore clothing 
manufacturer. 

At the dispersal of Jay D. Weil’s breeding 
stock in the fall of 1944, Isaacs purchased the 
eleven-year-old Bubbling Over mare, Liz F. for 
$2,500. As a two-year-old she had won the 
Epsom Downs Juvenile Handicap and the Ar¬ 
lington Downs Juvenile Stakes. These races 
were offered during the brief period when rac¬ 
ing was a-flower in Texas. 

In 1948, to the cover of the Man o’ War 
stallion. War Relic, Liz F. produced Intent. 
He was foaled April 13 at Mrs. Robert H. Bard- 
well s Wolf Run Farm, Lexington. The victim 
of a prolonged siege of coughing, the colt was 
not raced at two. He won his first two races at 
three, then shinbucked in finishing third to 
Repetoire and Battle Morn in the Wood Memo¬ 
rial, which, together with a severe case of colic, 
allowed him to start only three more times as 
a three-year-old. 

It was at four that Intent burst into full 
flower, fulfilling the promise his connections 
had held for him. He was the sensation of the 
Santa Anita meeting, winning the Santa Anita 
Maturity and San Juan Capistrano. He also was 
first home in the Santa Anita Handicap, but was 
placed second for fouling *Miche. 

After finishing third in the American Hand¬ 
icap at Hollywood Park in July, Intent was 
found to be running a high fever and suffering 
from another cough. He forthwith was dis¬ 
patched to the farm for a long rest. 

Intent was never unplaced in ten starts at 
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Dictar stands at Lake Fanny Hill Farm, Bel Air. The brown son of Maedic — Larita, by Mr. Bones, 
is eight years old. He won seven races including the Providence Stakes, and Sports Page and 
T. M. Dorsett Handicaps. He finished second to Native Dancer in the Travers Stakes at Saratoga. 


four, winning four, being second four times and 
twice third. With earnings of $224,600, he was 
the second leading money-winning horse of the 
year, 1952. 

At five, Intent won an overnight handicap 
at Santa Anita and his second straight San Juan 
Capistrano. Returned to the East, Intent bowed 
in finishing third in the famed Metropolitan in 
which * Royal Vale had the mighty Tom Fool 
as straight as a string at the wire. A month be¬ 
fore the colt’s injury, Isaacs had sold a half in¬ 
terest in him to Mrs. Edward S. Moore of Circle 
M Farm. 

Standing at Circle M, Lexington, Ky., Intent 
was represented at the races for the first time 
in 1957. His crop was small, due mainly to an 
outbreak of virus abortion, and he had only four 
starters, of which one, the filly Meant Well, won. 
Also, she was second in the Colleen, third in 
the Polly Drummond and Gardenia. 

In addition to Harriet’s Kid (dam of the 
Washington Park Futurity winner, Mr. Para¬ 
dise), Intent’s dam produced the young sires I 
Am and Inyureye. The latter, a son of Brook¬ 
field, is a year younger than Intent, and was 
highly regarded as a racing prospect. He was 
a three-time winner at two and was third in 
Cajun’s Pimlico Futurity. He was retired to stud 
after breaking a sesamoid as a three-year-old. 


There are many pulling for Intent’s success 
as a progenitor, for he is one of the few hopes 
of perpetuating the Man o’ War-Fair Play male 
line in this country. 

SARATOGA-BOUND: Though consign- 
ments from Country Life and Glenangus will 
be conspicuous by their absence at Saratoga 
this August, four Maryland breeders will offer 
small but select consignments at the Spa. 
Largest of these is the group of five to be sold 
by Rigan McKinney. The Blarney consignment 
is composed of a pair of Native Dancer fillies 
from the mares * Fleur Bleue (dam of the grass 
star. Blue Choir) and Say Blue, $72,000 daugh¬ 
ter of Blue Larkspur. 

The McKinney colts are sons of Petition— 
* Nonsense II, Roman—O’Alison and *Sea 
Charger—Peregrine. 

Harry A. Love’s first Saratoga consignment 
comprises a colt by Phalanx—Kitty Darling, 
and *Djeddah—Arthurette and Hill Prince— 
Huba fillies. The *Djeddah and Hill Prince 
fillies were pinned one-two in the class for fillies 
foaled in Maryland but conceived elsewhere at 
the Pimlico Yearling Show in May. The *Djed- 
dah—Arthurette filly also was named reserve 
champion of the show. 

Mrs. Henry A. Parr III, to be represented at 
Saratoga by Kentmere Farm, will sell a *Sea 
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Chaxger—^Busy Morning filly and a General 
Staff—Princess Dita colt. 

Mrs. Charles J. Mclennan’s Blue Man— 
Dover Road filly completes the Maryland group 
to be sold at Saratoga, August 11 to 15. 

FODDER FROM THE FARMS: *Fairforall, 
young English stallion standing at H. B. Mar¬ 
cus’s Glade Valley Farm, was credited with his 
first winner when Gun Strap won at Waterford 
Park, June 11. The Pincher and Alerted, which 
also stand at Glade Valley, likewise have out 
some running two-year-olds. At last count, The 
Pincher had four winners, Alerted, two. . . . 
Fellow Maryland breeders were saddened by 
Ray Watson’s sudden death in New York last 


month. . . . Twenty-six foals have been re¬ 
ported at Country Life this year. 

Ralph Kercheval is as proud as Punch of Saga¬ 
more’s bumper crop of foals. . . . The Devil 
Diver horse. Crash Dive, has been lent to The 
Jockey Club Breeding Bureau by A. G. Vander¬ 
bilt. . . . Ray Archer is still being congratulated 
for his triple at Delaware Park last month. . . .

The McLennan and Widener winner, El Mono, 
standing at George Edel's Woodland Farm, Mc- 
Donogh, has two two-year-old winners from 
three registered foals this year. . . . Two of Na¬ 
tive Dancer’s three juvenile winners have placed 
in stakes. . . . Michael Phipps’ Royal Bender 
tossed his exercise boy last month, went on a 
bender and ran down his trainer. Tommy Kelly, 
who had to be hospitalized. 

The "Plater'' An Important Man 

To the average racing fan a "plater” is a cheap 
horse, but to the horseman and to the horses, 
cheap or otherwise, the plater is a very important 
man. According to Longfellow "a mighty man 
is he.” On the racetrack, a "way” with horses is 
more important than muscle when it comes to 
putting on new shoes or plates. 

Anyone who has tried to bowl or play golf 
without proper footwear can appreciate the im¬ 
portance of a racehorse’s footwear under certain 
track conditions. Tracks, today, usually post a 
board showing the type of shoes being worn by 
each horse in each race, for not all shoes are 
the same. Some are steel, others aluminum; some 
are barred, or have caulks or stickers. Serious 
amateur handicappers find this information use¬ 
ful in their calculations. 

An off, or muddy, track is not the only occa¬ 
sion when a horse’s plates play an important 
part in his performance. Improper plating can 
be a handicap and various types of remedial 
plates can correct faulty action and otherwise 
benefit a horse and improve his speed. 

Many trainers such as James Fitzsimmons of 
Wheatley Stable, John Gaver of Greentree, Max 
Hirsch and others have their own platers. Not 
all horses need corrective or special plates, how¬ 
ever. There are ready-made aluminum plates 
that come in sets of various sizes and serve the 
needs of the majority of Thoroughbreds. All the 
plater need do in this case is trim the hoofs and 
set the plates. Sometimes, he manufactures steel 
plates to order or is called upon to put bars, 
special toes, heels or clips on ready-made plates. 

Platers testify that, on the whole, the 
Thoroughbred is easier to shoe than the ap¬ 
parently docile stable pony, perhaps because he 
is more used to the daily handling of his feet. 
The Thoroughbred gets his first plates as a year¬ 
ling, generally, and, when in training, requires a 
change or resetting of plates about once every 
three weeks.—T. R. A.

J UNE is the month of the Belmont Stakes, 
Delaware Park and late foals. This year, there 
was some very un-June-like weather. It is 
possible that Nature, in her never-ending 
struggle to preserve the species, is saving some 
of the good days for the fall meeting of ’58 and 
spring session of ’59. 

June 5. Visited Halcyon Farm to make survey 
of farm pond. Examination of pond revealed 
high bass content and near saturation point in 
bluegills. 

Met Mr. Fred Colwill, master of Halcyon and 
learned he was having turtle trouble, "^me of 
’em are as big as that,” he said, which is large 
even for a turtle. 

Explained how pond could be de-turtled and 
hastened home to prepare equipment. Tied up 
three turtle hooks with wire leaders and line. 

June 6. Delivered turtle tackle. (Few editors 
of breeders’ magazines render this service.) 

June 7. Annual excursion to witness Belmont 
Stakes. Met Mr. Bill Bryan, propaganda minister 
of the American Equestrian Team, and ex¬ 
changed views over the horse show situation, 
which discussion should redound to the great 
good of horse shows everywhere. 

Mr. Bryan, incidentally, authored a beautiful 
after-the-race piece on Tim Tam and Jimmy 
Jones which appeared in the June 20 issue of 
The Chronicle —high-quality prose. 

Ran into the erudite Mr. Bryan Field of Dela¬ 
ware; dashing, debonair Mr. Charlie Johnson of 
Pimlico; and slim (watch that waistline Bill or 
ril have to get a new adjective), handsome Mr. 
Bill Jaeger, of Laurel. 



Learned from these geniuses of public re¬ 
lations that foreign diplomats always are asking 
for free tickets to racetracks—boxes yet. 

Encountered Mr. Art Kennedy, of Newsweek, 
which is very easy in a press enclosure, be¬ 
cause Mr. Kennedy is bigger than Tim Tam’s 
heart. Had delightful time reminiscing over 
Skin Tonic’s victory (some years ago) with a 
mutuel payoff of $423.60 for $2. Oh, we were 
smart that day. Art and 1. 

Witnessed Belmont Stakes, with Cavan’s 
brilliant run and Tim Tam’s tragic mishap. 

June 10. Visited Halcyon Farm to see how 
turtle hunt was going. 

No turtles. In the press of nothing to do 
between race meetings Mr. Colwill had not yet 
set out snares. 

Made another test of pond and found that the 
Colwill bluegills go crazy over nymphs. Only 
trouble is the little bounders are so completely 
fooled that they swallow the fly. Surgery is re¬ 
quired for removal, and this ruins a bluegill 
quicker’n anything. 

June 21. Grabbed plane for Washington, 
thence to Cleveland to visit ThistleDown and 
see the Ohio Derby. Quite a few Marylanders at 
the Ohio course. 

Ran into Teddy Cox, of the Morning Tele- 
graph, Horace Wade, of Waterford Park and 
Gulfstream, and Jack Kavanagh, an advertising 
man who invents systems for playing the races. 

Also received a very unusual tip. The horse 
won. 

ThistleDown is a very attractive and sensibly- 
built race plant. I understand Pimlico’s Lou 
Pondfield had much to do with planning the 
structure. 

Saw Terra Firma run off and leave his rivals 
in the Ohio Derby, seeming to love the muddy 
going that bogged down everything else in the 
race. 

Dined sumptuously at the beautiful new Cleve¬ 
land airport before boarding plane for home. 
They were all out of Teachers, so had to take 
Cuttysark. The strip sirloin was good, too. 

June 27. Spent quiet evening at home with 
galley proofs of Maryland Horse. Lined them 
up and found there were 32 pages and cover. 

June 30. And here we are correcting proofs 
and going to press—and that’s the last of June. 
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International Prospects 

i if nap n Mmtt-OVrln 


It seems probable that some of the outstand¬ 
ing equines seen at Epsom will be on hand for 
American internationals, this year. 

Bella Paola, which won the English Oaks 
just as easily as she won the 1,000 Guineas 
classic, is, with the possible exception of Meld, 
the best filly I have ever seen. I would find it 
hard to believe that any American filly could 
match her at one mile or 12 furlongs. Owned 
by Frenchman Dupre, she is German-bred, but 
trained at Chantilly, Paris. She is so perfectly 
conformed that one finds it hard to believe that 
she is all of 17 hands high! 

Hard Ridden, winner of the Irish 2,000 
Guineas, won the Epsom Derby in a common 
canter. The time, 2:41 2/5 was slow, but I 
would not fault him on that because he had 
nothing to race with him in the last furlong 
and a half. A lop-eared, rather plain colt, he 
shows pin-firing marks below the knees and his 
hocks are slightly bent. Nevertheless he is a 
most workmanlike colt. His sire. Hard Sauce, 
(also sire of the best English two-year-old. 
Bleep Bleep) was a good sprinter, from a sprint¬ 
ing line in tail female, but there is much stay¬ 
ing blood farther back and in his sire, Ardan. 
I am not completely convinced that Hard Rid¬ 
den is a stayer, despite his facile Derby win, 
and will await his performance in the King 
George and Queen Elizabeth Stakes, in July. 
This Epsom Derby field was poor, including 
the American-bred entry. Bald Eagle, which does 
not stay more than a mile in top class. 

Another interesting Irish-bred runner was 
Ballymoss, owned by John McShain of Phila¬ 
delphia. His win over Fric in the Coronation 
Stakes was easily achieved, and he has improved 
about 10 pounds since last year when he won 
the Irish Derby and English St. Leger, besides 
placing in the Epsom Derby. A right good colt, 
now four years old. 

The Queen has a very impressive three-year- 
old in the filly, Almeria, winner at Epsom, but 
this one will hardly travel to America, although 
one never knows—in these days of international 
’’diplomacy.” 

Talking point after Epsom was ’’the Road.” 
This is a pathway across the course about five 
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and a half furlongs from home. It is used by 
cars and pedestrians, and on Derby Day was a 
most unsightly muddy patch. Five jockeys in 
the race claimed that their mounts slipped there. 

The French jockeys said that the mud patch 
was responsible for their mounts’ poor show¬ 
ings. The French favorite. Wallaby II, almost 
slithered to his haunches; he finished quite lame. 
Frenchmen used Gallic swear words to describe 
the blotch on the course. It did not trouble (the 
path, not the swear words) either the winner— 
by a long five lengths—or his rider Charlie 
Smirke, too much. The 50-year-old veteran rode 
one of his superlative races, which is saying a 
lot. John Longden, who rode Alberta Blue into 
a photo for third, had some poignant things to 
say about ’’the Road.” Possibly they will make 
a film of the occasion in Hollywood! What 
Smirke said to English scribes afterwards—he 
has a feud on—were quite unprintable. As one 
Irishman saw it, this was the ’’Swear Word” 
Derby. 

This is hardly a vintage year, in Europe, for 
three-year-olds. However, in Bella Paola, we 
have the best three-year-old, either sex, in the 
world—a personal opinion that I am prepared 
to lose money over. Hard Ridden is outstanding 
so far, not on looks, but on racecourse perform¬ 
ance. He is the hard, tough, muscular kind. 
Ballymoss is a fine performer and has come on 
since last year. I think he will do well in an 
international, if the pace is right. 

Maybe we have not seen the best of the 
French-bred colts as yet, although in the Derby, 
Wallaby II carried a ship-load of Gallic money. 
In Ireland, some of the big books had to borrow 
heavily to meet payments on Hard Ridden, 
which paid 18 to 1 for a win. Even worse for 
them was Paddy’s Point, another Irish runner, 
which finished second. He paid 25 to 1 to place, 
and the wise Irish horse-player always does the 
each-way bet in a big race. 

Sons Are Champs 

Both Wilwyn and Worden, heroes of the first 
two Laurel International runnings, have pro¬ 
duced stakes winners in Teynham and Back¬ 
bone, respectively. 
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Big Names In Maturity 

Despite the fact that the deadline for nomi¬ 
nations is a month off, Laurel officials have an¬ 
nounced that Tim Tam, Lincoln Road, Silky 
Sullivan and other leading three-year-olds have 
been entered for the first running of the Laurel 
Maturity next spring. 

Expected to gross in excess of $100,000, the 
Maturity has drawn the names of many upper 
echelon Thoroughbreds which will race as four- 
year-olds next year. 

One of the first to come in was Lincoln Road, 
runner-up to Tim Tam in the Florida Derby, 
Kentucky Derby and Preakness and winner of 
the Jersey Stakes. Vic Sovinski, who trains the 
colt for Isaac Blumberg of Chicago, signed the 
entry blank without hesitation, remarking that 
”it was a most appealing race.” 

Reggie Cornell, who conditions the horses of 
Tom Ross and Phil Klipstein of California, 
wasted little time making Silky Sullivan eligible 
to the 11/8-mile race. He inscribed Silky’s name 


on an entry blank along with that of Initiate, 
a son of Polynesian with a world of speed. 

Jimmy Jones, trainer of the mighty Calumet 
Farm, entered Kentucky Pride, a fleet son of 
Bull Lea, in addition to the since-injured Tim 
Tam, winner of eight straight races. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Graham, owner of Maine 
Chance Farm, was most liberal in the matter of 
nominations. She entered Jewel’s Reward, What’s 
Ahead, Jet’s Alibi, Liberty Ruler and Ebony 
Pearl, a total of five in this race exclusively for 
four-year-olds. 

Other early nominees include Gone Fishin’, 
third in the Preakness in the colors of Llangollen 
Farm; Plion, bred and owned by Edward J. 
Potter, Jr., and fourth in the Preakness; Dr. Peter 
Graffagnino’s Noureddin, third in the Kentucky 
Derby; and Martins Rullah, owned by George 
Lewis and winner of the Experimental Handi¬ 
cap in April. 

Also entered was Principado, a stretch-run¬ 
ning Hill Prince colt, which finished third to

Stakes late in April. He is owned by Gough 
Thompson of Pikesville, Md. 

Naturally, this early response is most grati¬ 
fying to the Laurel management, especially so 
since the blanks are still in the process of being 
distributed throughout the United States and 
Canada. The nominating deadline is August 1, 
the same day that entries close for the I960 
or second Laurel Maturity (for horses now two- 
year-olds ). 

Pimlico Futurity# November 22 

The 36th running of the Pimlico Futurity, 
one of the world’s richest races and traditionally 
the year’s final championship two-year-old test, 
has been scheduled for Saturday, November 22, 
Louis Pondfield, Pimlico executive director, an¬ 
nounced recently. 

The 1 l/l6th-mile juvenile classic is co¬ 
feature with the invitational Pimlico Special of 
Pimlico’s 30-day autumn meeting opening on 
November 13 and running through December 
17. 

The Pimlico Futurity, for the second con¬ 
secutive year, is expected to have a gross value 
in excess of $165,000 with a net to the winner 
of approximately $115,000 which would again 
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make it the second richest horserace in the 
world. 

The late date also puts it in the position of 
being final arbiter in choosing the 1958 two- 
year-old racing champion as it did last fall when 
Maine Chance Farm’s Jewel’s Reward won first 
money of $115,347, and set an all-time earn¬ 
ing figure for juveniles of $349,642. 

Five other two-year-olds had previously sewed 
up the divisional championship by winning the 
Pimlico Futurity. They were Bimelech in 1939, 
Count Fleet in 1942, Platter in 1943, Citation 
in 1947, and Nail in 1955. 

Nominations and eligibility payments to this 
year’s Futurity have swelled the pot to $131,920 
with a final eligibility payment of $200 due on 
August 15. Entry fee is $500 and starting fee, 
$1,000. There are 404 current eligibles, includ¬ 
ing royally-bred representatives of all the top 
stables in America. 

The November date of the Pimlico race, along 
with the autumn scheduling of three other 
juvenile races which will gross well in excess of 
$100,000 each, has focused interest again on sav¬ 
ing the more promising young horses for late 
campaigns, a move heartily endorsed by breeders. 

The other generously endowed events are the 
Belmont Futurity on September 20, the Cham¬ 
pagne on October 11, and the Garden State on 
October 25, the latter the only race exceeding 
the Pimlico Futurity in winning value in 1957. 

$150 Skyscraper Stakes 

The My Lady’s Manor Horse and Pony Show, 
August 1 and 2, under the management this year 
of Mrs. Jay K. Secor, has an "A” rating in both 
the pony and horse divisions. Classes both days 
will begin promptly at 9:00 a.m.

Working Hunter Stake, and a $50 Green Work¬ 
ing Hunter Stake Class. 

In the Conformation division, there is a Hack, 
Green and Model Class. 

There will be stabling facilities at Mrs. Secor’s 
farm, $6 per stall for the two days including 
bedding. 

After the show the St. James Church is having 
a supper which will be followed by a dance 
later in the evening.

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Selima Nominees 

Full sisters to Round Table, Swoon s Son and 
Social Climber are among a record list of 656, 
now yearlings, nominated to the 1959 Selima 
Stakes, Laurel officials announced early in June. 

The previous high for the 32-year-old juve¬ 
nile filly stake was the group of 642 original 
nominees for the 1954 renewal. In 1957, the 
figure was 580; in 1958, the 33rd edition, 587. 

The Selima carries a purse of $30,000 added, 
but nominating, eligibility, entry and starting 
fees boost the gross prize to approximately 
$70,000. Declaration and eligibility deadlines 
are February 1, 1959, and August 1, 1959, re¬ 
spectively. 

In addition to quantity, there is an abundance 
of quality in the 34th running of the time- 
honored mile-and-a-sixteenth event that an¬ 
nually co-features Laurel’s autumn meetings with 
the $100,000 invitational Washington, D. C., 
International. 


Another young miss in the 1959 revival is 
a royally-bred daughter of Tom Fool and Miss 
Disco. Tom Fool sired Tim Tam and Jester, 
the Futurity winner, among others, while Miss 
Disco contributed Bold Ruler to the racing 
world, making the filly, a half-sister to the 1957 
Horse of the Year. 

There are also half-sisters to Tom Fool and 
Aunt Jinny (Gaga), Summer Tan (Miss Zib- 
by). Iron Liege (Iron Maiden), Ricci Tavi 
(Sea Snack), and Tick Tock (Up Early). In 
racing parlance, half-sisters are from the same 
mare; full sisters from the same mare and 
stallion. 

A Native Dancer filly is also included in the 
1959 lot, the mare being Petrify, leading two- 
year-old filly in the nation in 1941. 

Aunt Jinny is one of two former Selima win¬ 
ners with youngsters in next year’s race. She 
won it in 1950. The other is Athene, heroine 
in 1945.

Full brothers to Idun, White Skies, Prince 
John, Queen Hopeful, Second Avenue, Jean 
Baptiste and Martins Rullah have been consigned 
to the Keeneland summer sale of yearlings, to 
be conducted by the Breeders’ Sales Company 
July 21 through 24. 

All of the aforenrkentioned stakes winners are 
themselves products of previous Keeneland year¬ 
ling auctions. 

Champion two-year-old filly of 1957, Idun, by 
* Royal Charger-Tige O’Myheart, the highest- 
priced yearling filly ever sold at public auction, 
brought $63,000 at the Keeneland summer sale 
of 1956. 

Unbeaten in eight starts last year, she won 
a record $220,955. Victorious in her 1958 debut 


at Garden State Park on May 10, her victory 
string finally was snapped in a sprint at Belmont 
Park on May 27. 

Leslie Combs II, consignor of Idun to the 
sales, also consigns her brother to this year’s 
vendue. 

Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Stoner Creek Stud, which 
a few years ago sold Prince John, Martins Rullah 
and Jean Baptiste, now has consigned their 
brothers to the forthcoming auction. 

Prince John by *Princequillo-Not Afraid, and 
Jean Baptiste, * Ambiorix-Jittery Jane, were 
sold at the 1954 sunruner sales—the former for 
$14,300 and the latter for $13,000. An accident 
limited Prince John’s racing career to his juve¬ 
nile campaign, but he won $212,818, capturing 
the Garden State Stakes.

Martins Rullah, by *Nasrullah-Shy Katie, sold 
for $60,000 at the 1956 Keendand sales. With 
a victory in this year’s Experimental Handicap 
highlighting his career thus far, he has returned 
to his owners $47,959. 

The Hurstland Farm of the Nuckols Broth¬ 
ers, which in 1950 sold White Skies as a Keene- 
land yearling for $7,500, offers his brother at 
this July’s sale. 

Champion sprinter in 1954, White Skies 
earned $246,025, winning ten major stakes 
races, finishing second or third in six others. The 
son of Sun Again-Milk Dipper suffered a broken 
hind leg in a workout at Jamaica in May of 1955 
and had to be destroyed. 

Consigned by George A. Hume, Jr., in the 
summer of 1952, Queen Hopeful sold for $5,800. 
At the races, she scored 18 times—nine of them 
stakes—and earned $365,044. Her brother by 
Roman-Playfull has been entered for this year’s 
sale by Melvin Carter. 

Leslie B. Combs II sold Second Avenue in 
1948 for $4,000 and the son of War Jeep-Euneva 
went on to win $170,942, capturing four Mid¬ 
west stakes engagements. W. G. Talbot consigns 
Second Avenue’s brother this year. 

Hall of Fame 

No currently active liders will be considered 
in this year’s nation-wide balloting to elect three 
more members to the National Jockeys Hall of 
Fame here, Chairman Louis Pondfield revealed 
recently. 

The decision to deviate from the original 
plan to elect one active and two inactive jockeys 
annually was reached by the Hall of Fame’s per¬ 
manent nominating comm.ittee. The conunittee 
vote was 21 to 4. 

'The action was taken because there are so 
many outstanding jockeys of the past who de¬ 
serve consideration while we are still electing 
three riders a year,” explained Pondfield, adding, 
“The Shoemakers and Hartacks have plenty of 
time to make it.” 

According to the schedule set up for the Hall 
of Fame when it was founded at Pimlico race¬ 
track here in 1955, three jockeys are elected an¬ 
nually through 1959. In the years thereafter 
only one rider—active or inactive—will be 
elected by the 1,000 sports writers and broad¬ 
casters from coast-to-coast who ballot. 

Thus, for at least another year, Eddie Arcaro, 
Johnny Longden and Ted Atkinson will be the 
only contemporary reinsmen on the sport’s honor 
roll. Famous riders of other eras already en¬ 
shrined are Walter Miller, Isaac Murphy, Earl 


Sande, Tod Sloan, George Woolf and Sonny 
Workman. 

The nominating committee has been asked to 
draw up a slate of ten inactive jockeys to be 
submitted to the voting sports experts in July. 
The three top names in the balloting will be in¬ 
vested in the Hall of Fame this autumn. 

Among those who have been runners-up in 
recent elections and are expected to receive the 
strongest support this year are Laverne Fator, 
Mack Garner, Edward (Snapper) Garrison, 
James McLaughlin, Joe Notter, George Odom, 
Carroll Shilling and Fred Taral. Garrison, 
McLaughlin and Taral all had completed bril¬ 
liant careers before the turn of the centuiy. 

Three new appointments to the nominating 
committee have been made this year by Pond¬ 
field, They are racing writers Bill Bloome, of the 
New York World Telegram and Sun; Bill 
Lauder, Jr., of the New York Herald Tribune, 
and Nelson Fisher, of the San Diego Union. 

Earl Sande, elected by the largest margin of 
any jockey to the Hall of Fame, won the 1930 
Preakness on Gallant Fox. 

Even Isaac Murphy, whose career was ended 
as long ago as 1896, is credited with a single 
victory at Pimlico. Records for the early years 
of Pimlico are spotty, but both Tod Sloan and 
Walter Miller are down as having ridden at Pim¬ 
lico. Both were finished by 1SH)8. 

It seems fairly certain that whoever are elected 
will in a sense be returning to Pimlico, for a 
permanent niche at the scene where they helped 
write some of racing’s most brilliant episodes. 


American Thoroughbred Owners 

American Thoroughbred horse owners have 
formed an organization which for the first time 
in racing history will give them a concerted 
voice in the conduct of the sport of kings. 

Organization of the new non-profit group, to 
be known as the American Thoroughbred 
Owners Association, was announced late in May 
by Frank R. Warton, who said he was invited by 
the founding members to serve as secretary- 
treasurer pro tern. Warton, a recently-retired 
official of the Quaker Oats Company, is a mem¬ 
ber of the Illinois Racing Board, a director of 
United Hunts and is well-known internationally 
in racing circles. The ATO headquarters office is 
at 664 N. Michigan Avenue, Chicago. 

The ATO came into being, Warton ex¬ 
plained, "because Thoroughbred owners, who 
provide the greatest part of the investment that 
makes racing as a sport possible, have had no 
organized voice in its conduct.” 
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The objectives and purposes of the ATO, he 
said, are to: 

1. Maintain a relationship of mutual under¬ 
standing and respect among the public, 
racing associations, horsemen and other 
segments of racing; 

2. Help attract new and reputable owners to 
the sport; 

3. Aid the improvement, development and 
protection of Thoroughbred racing; 

4. Counsel with national, state and local 
governments in the interests of avoiding un¬ 
fair taxation of the sport. 

5. Protect the interests of the Thoroughbred 
owners with relation to costs for feed, 
transportation, insurance, etc., guard against 
abuses in the writing of races, weight 
assignments and purse distribution, and 
constantly urge that racetrack officials, 
owners, trainers and others officially identi¬ 
fied with the sport be men of acknowledged 
high character.

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membership, but the ATO board of directors 
will reserve the right to pass on the all-around 
qualifications of each applicant, Warton said. 

He added that the current members of the 
ATO will elect a board of trustees, who will 
govern the affairs of the new association, and 
also appoint an executive committee, whose 
members will direct association business when 
the trustees are not in session. The trustees are to 
be elected annually. 

There will be 'nothing promotional’* about 
the ATO, Warton said, stating its primary pur¬ 
pose is to offer the small owner as well as the 
big owner of horses effective representation and 
protection. The charter provides for periodic 
return to members of funds collected in excess 
of requirements. 

He added that ATO will not ask nor accept 
financial aid from any source except its mem¬ 
bership. The association, therefore, will always 
be free to follow its dedicated purpose of repre¬ 
senting and protecting the interests of the 
Thoroughbred horse owners of America, both 
large and small, he said. 

Under the ATO setup, there will be paid 
executive officers in the East, Middle West and 
on the West Coast.

Shetland Pony Identification 

A bureau for the benefit of breeders of grade 
ponies was recently organized in Omaha, 
Nebraska, under the name of The Shetland Pony 
Identification Bureau. 

The bureau is not a duplication of any existing 
stud book or registry, but was formed to serve 
that large group of breeders now lacking a strong 
central organization for the protection and pro¬ 
motion of their mutual interests. The new 
organization offers the following benefits to 
breeders. 

The Bureau will maintain a Stud Book and its 
Certificate of Enrollment, Identification and 
Pedigree issued to each enrolled animal will pro¬ 
vide a permanent record, available to all breeders 
and the public. The Bureau believes this will 
allow breeders to build a national reputation for 
superior stock, previously impossible because the 
identity of every animal sold was lost for lack of 
papers on each individual animal. 

The Bureau’s certificate will be issued in two 
classifications: 

Listed pony: For the produce of a grade stallion 
and a grade mare; and Certified pony—for the 
produce of an American Shetland Pony Club 
registered stallion and a grade mare. Enrollment 
numbers will carry the prefix ”C” or ”L” to easily 
identify class of certificate. 

Silver Seal Certificates will be given for 
Listed ponies, and Gold Seal Certificates for 
Certified ponies.

Young. In the summer he worked on a Thor¬ 
oughbred farm making himself useful around 
the stables. 

He was such a good student that he completed 
his course in 3 years, getting his B.A. in inter¬ 
national relations, majoring in Political Science. 

At the farm he worked under James Monji, 
developer of George Taniguchi, a good Cali¬ 
fornia jockey. Last winter he went to Agua 
Caliente and on January 18, accepted his first 
mount, Arline’s Girl. On March 1, he rode Ar- 
line’s Girl to his first official victory. 

While riding at Caliente, Shirota added an¬ 
other to the many ways to lose a race by run¬ 
ning into a flock of ducks while in the lead. 

Shirota recently got his second big thrill, his 
first being his initial victory, by winning the 
Cinderella Stakes aboard Tassle Dancer.
